After eighl months of war it is now
possiblg to form some really just es-
timate of the \‘al!.lc of aeroplanes in
naval and military operations, and al-
80 of the various types of mchines
which are found most usefnl for va-
rious specific purposes. - It speaks
well for the mental ability and fore-
glght of thg-officers in high authority
in tho British navy. and army, that
| practically every one of thelr foro-
casts made before the war has work-
ed out accurately in pretice, but 1-
though these officers have expressed
their opinions freely, chiefly at meect-
ings of the Aeronaulical Soclely ot
Great Britain and at lectures to cer-
tain maval and military Institutions
at various times during the past three
years it was only too evident, even
before the war, that insufficlent at-
tention had been paid to them by men
in still higher political supplies of
acroplanes were obvipously much too
small.

Naturally the first task before Great
Dritain, when the wonderful effective-
ness of acroplanes became evident,
was to turn out as many machines as
possible, and in France and Germany
also the problem of output efective-
1y put a stopper on all serious forms
of experimenting. Consequently, the
tyes of alr eraft on both sides remain
practically the same today, as they
were before the war, the only differ-
ence being that designs which were

roved defective or Ineffective were
pomptly condemned, and every effort
was madp to turn out as many as pos-
gible of those types which had proved
their value. :

For this reason the monoplane has
been practically abandoned by ali
countries. In England the monoplane
has never been popular, except among
oxhibition fliers and aerial acrobats,
the objection to it being that helther
the pllot nor the passenger ever has
a thoroughly good wiew below him,
and that for a given horsepower it is
actually casier to get high speed ou:
of a biplane than out o fa monoplane,
and yet produce a machine which will
lift reasonable weights and land rea-
sonably slowly. .
